I Tourist Dollars 

ttnO THE BENEFIT of Canada's foreign exchange 
i situation, the country last year had for the first 
time in many years an excess of spending by visitors 
from elsewhere over spending by Canadians abroad. 
This was partly because the inflow was greater and 
partly because the outflow was smaller than in the 
previous year. A factor in the change of pattern un¬ 
doubtedly was the reduced value of the Canadian 
dollar in relation to its United States counterpart— 
aO invitation to Americans lo come north and to Ca¬ 
nadians to stay within their own borders. 

The attractive premium on travel in Canada re- 
Kjains unaltered far tha coming tnurfat season, apd 
it it a hopeful sign that a study complied for the 
American Society of Travel Agents forecasts con¬ 
tinued growth in tourism this year. 

; On the other hand, the New York fair about to 
Open will be s mighty magnet for all Americans this 
fHRimer. and for taiany Canadians too, particularly in 
{fie comparatively nearby—and heavily po pu l a te d— 
eastern provinces. 

It is conceivable that this will be enough to swing 
the tourist trade balance around the other way again. 
Rut it makes particularly opportune and desirable the 
fiiereosed efforts of the British Columbia government 
travel bureau and other B.C. tourist authorities to 
promote business on the prairies, os well as to draw 
as many U.S. visitors as they can from California and 
the Pacific Northwest states, for whom a Journey to 
New York would be a long one. 

By the same token it behooves British Colum¬ 
bians to note, as so many of them did last year, that 
tbe passes through the Canadian Rockies are two- 
way roads, and that by using them they reciprocate 
the favor of visitors from the Prairies to mutual ad¬ 
vantage while at the some time cutting the dralnaga 
of foreign exchange.

One shouldn't pay much attention to the fact that 
both the New fork Yankees and the Los Angelas Dodgers 
jjot away slowly but while the current situation la almost 
tVrtninlv a temporary thing, a strong (seiing persists that 
Ihis year both the American and National Leagues will be 
rrpresanted by hitting teams. And in their leagues tiwre 
Is no one with more muscle than the Giants and the Twins. 

Last year, an enlarged strike sane or. more Nkcfty, the 
psychological effect of the new rone, made it a pitchers’ 
year in both leagues. The Dodgers had the pitching to 
make up for an almost woefully-weak defence and the 
Yankees, as they always have, had the defence to make 
their pitching somewhat more than adequate. 

The Dodgers still have the pitching and the Yankees 
still have the defence but both art likely to need consider¬ 
ably mere than what they won with loot year. The Dodg¬ 
ers are not only going to have to field better and hit more 
often for mole length but may find that three pitchers 
are not quite enough. And the Yankees are going to need 
Mickey Mantle and Roger Maria in at least something close 
to their 1961 form plus another big year from WMley Ford. 

Both could well produce what they need but competi¬ 
tion Is stronger and deeper In both leagues. Defending 
champions can always expect to see the other dubs’ beat 
pitching but this year they will find their pitching and 
defences tested by much better hitting - enough of It to 
make up for their edge In pitching and defence unless 
they can muster a matching attack. 

* * * 

There isn’t a dub in the National League with tha 
exception of New York Meta and Houston Cota, and taw 
Colts can be tough with pitching, that can be taken for 
granted in any series. 

Chicago Cubs and Milwaukee Braves have dangerous 
hitting and acme pitching. Pittsburgh Pirates are deep in 
pitching and Philadelphia PhUs. Cincinnati Reds, St. Louis 
Cardinals and San Frandaco Giants are all rated, in vary¬ 
ing degrees, aa bona fide pennant contenders.

Although thiid baseman Jim Hart and/or outfielder Jay 
Alou might ’rave to come through for the Giants to make 
it. both are except to rally-gifted rookies and tbe Giants have 
holdovers who could get the job done if both youngsters 
faded. They strengthened their week spot with the trade 
that brought pitchers Bob Shaw and Bab Handley and they

Although besting against 
the Yankees is akin to backing integration in Alabama - 
dangerous - this could be a disastrous seaaon for them and, 
unfortunately, for al moot-lovable Yogi Berra.

It la our custom to distribute 
free garden aeeda of new or unique flowers every spring 
to followers of this column, and H is never easy to 
chooae Just what particular aeeda should constitute our 
gifts. 

I have had quite a few requests from readers to 
distribute aeeda of the Gloriosa daisy, which I introduced 
in 1963, and pressure also has been mounting, for a repeat 
offer of thoae glorious marigolds that mads such a bril¬ 
liant showing last year. However, I don't think It would 
be quite right to repeat on Him* flower aeeda. 

For one thing. It seems to me an Important func¬ 
tion of our free seed offers is to do a spot of trail blaz¬ 
ing. introducing new varieties and kinds not heretofore 
grown in this part of tha country. In general, the pur- 
poar of these gift aeeda Is to open up new horizons 
for local gardeners.

Tha seeds of the Gloriosa daisy and thoae big, 
shaggy marigolds are no longer hard-to-come-by novel¬ 
ties but are well established aa good performers in our 
climate. Besides, these seeds are available now from 
almost every aeed firm to the country, and I can't see 
much point in going to all the trouble and expense of 
Importing and distributing aeeda that you can buy for a 
dime in any comer store. 

Instead, I hsve chosen for our third seed offer of 
1964 a real novelty—a flower aa old aa history and yet 
in a strain so new it won't be listed in the seed catalogues 
for at least another year. It Is a cornflower, once a com¬ 
mon weed in the grain fields of Europe, but a cornflower 
improved out of all recognition, bred and developed 
to bring grace and beauty to the garden and to provide 
superb cut flowers for vase and bowl arrangements. 

* * A 

Cornflowers have always had extraordinary lasting 
Dowers as a cut flower; it Is a common thing for them 
to remain fresh and attractive for aa long as two weeks 
in water, and for two full days when worn in the button¬ 
hole. This remarkable staying power makes it a grand 
flower for the lapel neither loo large nor too small— 
and It is probably its popularity in this role that gave 
rise to Us other nickname, bachelor’s buttons.
